CALGARY MAYOR 
IS OPTIMIST 


M. C. Costello Predicts Another 
Bumper Season—Reads the 
Signs of the Seasons 


K.C., yester- 


Mayor M. C. Costello, of Calgary, is 
one of the most incorrigible optimists 
in Alberta, In conversation with The 
Sulletin last night, he expressed it as 
his opinion that the province was go+ 
ing to have the greatest year in its 
history. He predicted another big 
crop, north and sourn, for one thing, 
and declared that the stream of gold 
which is pouring into the province in 
exchange for that crop, would con- 
tinue to flow still more abundantiy. 

“T have always noticed that when 
we have a late spring, such as we are 
experiencing this year, we have a 
food crop. When we have an early 
spring, and the farmers get upon the 
land in March, the moisture’ in the 
soil is dissipated before the rains 
come on, The seed does not germin- 
ate properly, the soil is blown by the 
wind and the harvest is not as good 
as it usually is. 

“This year

the outlook is ideal, 
abundant moisture and 
are that, with the 
under cultivation,

Diversified Farming. 

“I notice, too, that the movement 
for diversified farming is having its 
effect, and that the number of cattle, 
hogs, sheep and other livestock is 
steadily increasing and, furthermore, 
that the grade is improving continu- 
ously. When we consider the prices 
which pork and beef are fetching, 
particularly pork, I cannot but think 
that Alberta is one of the most for- 
tunate parts of the world. 

“Our products will be in continuous 
demand and, with the increased pro- 
duction, the province will experience 
an era of prosperity such as it has 
before seen, Business condi- 
rood in Calgary, and T am 
informed that they are also good in 
Edmonton. While the farmers will 
be the first to benefit by this state of 
affairs, as agriculture is the basic in- 
terest of the country, the whole com- 
munity will receive its share. 

Big Immigration, 

“Then I am considering the adver- 
tising which this is giving Alberta in 
the United States and in the east, 
They are just waking up in earnest to 
our possibilities, I am looking to a 
rreat immigration to this province in 
the near future. The price of agri- 
cultural lands in the south has already 
increased something like 50% and, 
as there are no unoccupied homesteads 
in that part of the province, there is 
sure to be a demand for land in the 
fertile Peace River country and else- 
where in the north, There should be 
“a very large influx of settlers to Nor- 
thern Alberta this year, 

“Yes, 1917 is surely going to be a 
red-letter year for Alberta, and Ed- 
monton and Calgary are going to share 
in its benefits.”

Revolution in Russia at the 
opening of the third vear of Ar- 
mageddon has a sinster sound, The 
overwhelming of Roumania last 
autumn, following the brilliant 
Russian victories in almost the 
same theatre in the early summer, 
and the general inactivity along 
the whole Russian front at the 
same time, was ample evidence 
that all was not well with our 
eastern ally. What was occurring 
then, and what has occurred since 
—until. the. news of revolution 
flashed across the seas-—has_ been 
shut away from the ear of the 
world. Mumblings and mutterings 
have been heard, but’ what they 
meant no one outside Russia knew, 
except possibly those in the higher 
counsels of the western allies. 
While the first despatches are re- 
assuring as to the loyalty of 
the new government to the allied 
cause, it would be foolish to 
assume that to be the faet beyond 
question; or it being the fact that 
the vast, unwieldy empire, whose 
loyalty to the Czar has been its 
religion, has changed its world old 
ideas ina year and is now as 
united as before in support of a 
uew symbol or form of union and 
of authority. The eveut may mean 
victory or defeat. to the allied 
cause. If the revolution means 
civil war in Russia, as it may, or 
a period of indecision while a new 
organization is being effected, as 
it must, the military force of 
Russia on the battle front must be

to some degree weakened—it is to 
be fervently hoped not fatally 
weakened, [f this should mean 


the release of vast central power 
armies for uttack on the west 
front—or for putting in the crop 
of 1917-——the consequences will not 
be pleasing to contemplate. On 
the other hand, if the revolution 
means the establishment of a 
spirit of loyalty of the people to 
the cause instead of to the ruler, 
although the immediate results 
may be to increase the difficulties 
of the allies the ultimate result 
will be to assure victory, 

The crisis is not confined to Rus- 
sia. It is a erisis for the entente 
allies. The British premier and 
his colleagues no doubt knew the 
serious nature of the Russian 
situation when they spoke so 
strongly in recent months of the 
need of greater and still greater 
service und sacrifice, 

More than three hundred men 
have enlisted in Alberta to serve 
in ‘the navy of Great Britain and 
in the Canadian navy. Consider- 
ing the thousands who have previ- 
ously enlisted for service on land, 
and the fact that this is wholly an 
inland provihee, this record is 
very remarkable, It shows that 
Albertans are keenly aware of the 
necessity both of keeping the navy 
in the North Sea in condition and 
of protecting the coasts and trad- 
ing routes of Canada. It also 
shows that they are willing to 
serve wherever there is need, whe- 
ther in a capacity for which they 
are more or less fitted by experi- 
ence. or in conditions which «are 
absolutely usw end strange.
